Now, \Vienna is built on the flat or 
apartment house plan., Rich; men and! 
working people alike live in quarters 
of this kind. he houses are ‘large, 
having five or six floors, usually with 
four flats ou a floor, so that not in- 
frequently there will be upwara af 100 
persons living under one roof. There 
is a common entrance from the street, 
and after ten o’clock at night. this 
door is bolted and barred. 

This tax must be met every time one 
passes through the doorway. There ‘is 
no exception to this rule. A man who 
has’ dine with- a friend: must, if he, 
stays late, pay four cents to get out 
of his friend’s house and four cents 
more to get into his own. A telegram 
in the night calls for the payment of 
the tax before the messenger can en: 
ter. 3 

Tt, is the function of the house mas- 
ter to keep duplicate copies of forms, 
on which every individual in’ the 
honse’ must report to the police his 
age, birthplace and religion, his exact 
oceupation and other personal details 
that the Austrian authorities insist on 
knowing. Nor does the prwer of the 
Viennese janitor end here. From the 
little lookout that he occupies at the 
foot of the stairs he sees every one 
that goes in or out. He ascertains 
with astonishing accuracy. the amount 
of each tenant’s income, the events of 
his private life and the character of 
his visitors. 

In some apartment houses the house 
master ig more powerful than in oth- 
ers. There, is a case on record in 
which an Anglo-Saxon resident was 
obliged to move from an apartment 
that he particularly like for the sim- 
ple reason that he could not venture 
to speak with any degree of sharpness 
to the man at his door, even when 
the janitor was remiss in his duties. 

» The flat:was owned by a railway be- 
longing jto the state. This made the 
house master.a state official, to insult 
whom is a very serious offence in 
Austria.) A reprimand for delaying let 
ters would be construed into an insult, 
and the foreigner deemed it lest to 
move to other quarters.
